W hich lasted almost three hours. 
Mr. Sulzer in his speech described 
the sale of the N ew York custom house 
to the “Standard Oil trust.” 
Mr. Sulzer, continuing, quoted the 
words of President McKinley w hile a 
member of congress in criticism of the 
course of Secretary Fairchild in keep­ 
ing 
governm ent 
funds in 
national 
banks. 
Mr. Sulker concluded with the state­ 
ment that Secretary Gage had made 
the hum iliating confession that he is 
and was tin* mere agent of tho Stand­ 
ard Oil trust. 
Mr. Sibley said he had been request­ 
ed to introduce a resolution of investi­ 
gation. 
He had replied that iii the 
hour of peril the secretary of the treas­ 
ury had acted with promptness and 
prudence, and that in his opinion con­ 
gress would at all times uphold a public 
officer striving to uphold the honor and 
credit of the business interests of tile 
country (Republican applause.) 
Mr. 
Sibley said he had read the answer of 
Secretary Gage to the house resolution 
and he considered it. a lull, free aud 
frank statement, which completely jus- 
titied each aud every transaction. 
A 
coiniagration h id started iii New York, 
he .said, and it required courage and 
will to stop the panic before it had ex­ 
tended itself. 
“ I had rather see the country pros­ 
per,” said he, “ than to see my party 
succeed.” 
(Republican applause.) 
During the debate Mr. Clark (Mo.) 
ironically commented upon Mr. Sibley’s 
speech. 
Before he iiad known of Mr. 
Sibley’s change of front ho had written 
an article urging him for the Demo­ 
cratic vice rn esse n tia l nomination. 
He 
did not wish to withdraw his personal 
praise, but he did desire now to w ith­ 
draw the nomination (laughter) aud 
ro confer it upon Mr. Sulzer, of N ew 
York, who had always been faithful to 
Democratic 
principles. 
[Democratic 
and Republican applause.] 
He recalled 
the time when Mr. ^ b ley had told how 
de had been ostracized, socially aud 
■commercially, because lie bae supported 
silver at lb to I. 
“ We hailed him as a 
hero,” said Mr. Clark, “ because he was 
the only Democrat north of the Poto­ 
mac aud east of the Missiupi wiio stood 
true to the Democracy ot the Missis­ 
sippi valley. 
Now he wius'the applause 
ot those who are hostile to every prm- 
. cipie of 
the Democratic faith. 
His 
place in this house is on the other side 
of the political aisle.
